“Fiddler on the Roof.” The Edina Concert Choir was invited to perform for 
the annual convention of the Minnesota Music Educators Association this 
past February. Mr. Peterson has been the Concert Choir director for four- 
teen years and is looking forward to the first European Tour with the Edina 
Concert Choir this July. Peterson has been granted a sabbatical leave for 
next year to complete the course work on a PhD in music at the University of 
Minnesota. In the past. Peterson taught choral music at the University of 
Minnesota and directed choirs and musicals in the Armed Forces Overseas 
Schools in Japan.
